Naples, June 7. There have been 2 Commotions 
of the Populace in this City, one occafion’d by the 
Bakers raifing the Price of their Meal ; the other be- 
caufe Bread was not brought as ufual ro the *Zar- 
ker. The Viceroy caufes the Tax of 2 per Cent on 
ali Incomes ro be levied with great Rigour ; and 
the Sums arifing by that Tax not being fufficient 
for fupplying the extraordinary Expence of the War, 
his Execllency bas taken from the feveral Banks in 
this Cisy the greateft Part of the ready Money that 
wasinthem: Which has caus’d great Murmuring, 
To Day the Viceroy’s Son fet out from hence with 
a Detachment of Troops, to reinforce thofe that 
ate on the Frontier of the Abruzzo. In the mean 
time the Price of Corn and Meal rifes daily ; 
the Women begin to retire to Places of Security, and 
many Perfons carry their beft Effects into the Con- 
vents.
